The Difficulty of clearing the Chronology of the An- 
cient Times has not di att wy M. Perizonius. He en- 
deqvours to diftinguifl thofe Things that are Certain or 
only Probable, from thofe that are Fabulous or Uncertain. 
Such a Defiga is laudable and ufeful ; and I with the Na- 
ture of the Subje& could allow me to give a very paiti- 
cular Atcount of his learned Performance.

Sir Fobn Marfham maintains , that there is no Mention 
made of the City, or Kingdom of Babylon, either in the 
Holy Scripture or in profane Authors, before the Reign 
of Nabonaffar. M. Perizonius undertakes to prove the 
contrary againft that Learned Man. He makes feveral 
Obfervations relating to this Head ; and affirms that 
Nimrod lived at Babel or Babylon, and was King of that 
City even after the Difperfion. According to profane 
Writers Babylon was founded by Semiramis, or Belns. Sir 
John Marjham reje&s their Teftimony , and afcribes the 
Foundation of that City to the Egyptians. Our Author 
anfwers the Reafons alledged by that English Writer to 
prove this Affertion, and then proceeds to examine a 
Paflage of the Prophet dfaiah, Ch. III. v. 13. whereby 
Sir John Marfham pretends to fhew that Babylon was nor 
more ancient than the Time of Nabonaffar. The Senfe 
which that Learned Man puts upon that Paflage, appears 
fo unreafonable to M. Per:zonius, that he makes this Re. 
flexion upon it. Quid alii de tali interpretatione {-ntiant, 
nefcio. Certe ego ferme crediderim , Virum Dofifimum eam 
commentum, Non quod Vere ita fentiret, fed ut paradcxam 
plane & falfifimam fententiam, a Scriptura S prout femper & 
communiter eff expofita, acveteris hifiorie con{cnfu, recedentem, 
ex ea tamen ipfa Scriptura, qualicunque modo, [pccie, aut ani. 
mo, sueretur. The Readers wil] be apt to think , that Sir 
john Marfham does not deferve fuch a fevere Reflexion, 
The Explication of the Paflage in Jfsieh is attended with 
fome Obfervations , wherein M. Perizonius is willing to 
believe that Babylon was embellith’d or enlarged by Semj- 
ramis. Asor the ancient Belw of Babylon, memtion’d by 
Heathen Authors, he takes him to be the fame with Nim. 
rod, mention’d by Mofes , and confirms his Opinion by a 
remarkable Paflage of Alexander Polykifior, quoted by Ey. 
Sebime Prapar. Evang. 1X. 18. That Paflage deferves to 
be infested here. Icimports, that the Giants, whe inbabie 
ted the Country of Babylon, were kill’d by the Gods for their 
Impiety ; and that Belus, the only one who efcaped, dwele in 
Babylon, and built a Tower, where he lived , that was call’d 
Belus from the Name of the Buildcr. 

“The remaining part of this Book may be look’d upon 
as aiCritical Commentary upon the Nine firft Verfes of 
the XIth Chapter of Genefis, which contain a fhort Ac« 
count of the Building of the Tower of Babel, and of the 
Difperfion of Men. M. Perizoniu maintains, that all 
Men living were then gathered in the Land of Shinar, 
and formed but one Nation. He confutes chofe , who 
affirm the contrary ; and makes fome other Obfervations. 
He thews that the Hiftory of the Tower of Babel, &c. 
ought to be literally underftood ; and proves it from the 
Words and Scope of Mofes , and from Matter of Faét. 
M. Hitringa, Profeflor in the Univerficy of Francker, 
pretends in his Obfervationes Sacre, that the Language of 
thofe, who undertook to build the Tower of Badel, was 
not teally confounded ; and explains the Wonds of Mofes 
in another Senfe. The Sacred Writer fays, that the whole 
Earth was OF ONE LANGUAGE and OF ONE SPEECH: 
Which M. Vitringa underftands, as if Mofes had meant that 
all Men were of the fame Mind , and thac there was a per+ 
fect Agreement among them. And therefore when Moir 
adds, that God faid, Let 1s go down, and there confound their, 
Language; that they may not underfiand one another's Specehy 
that Learned Man explains thofe Words thus , Let us fow 
Difcord among them, that they may no longer afk im concert, and 
live in ageod Union. I fhall oblerve that M. Vitringa is 
not’ the firft Author of this Interpretation : I have read 
itin @ Book of the Learned Bithop Ward again{t Mr. Hobbes.

plainly fhews that the Words of the Sacred Text ought 
to be underftood in the Senfe commpnly put ‘wpon 
them. 

Interpreters don't agree about the Senfe of this Paf- 
fage : And they faid, Goto, let us build ws @ City and @ 
Tower, whofe Top may reach inte Heaven ; and let us make as 
@ Name, left we be Posssereil abroad upon the face of the whole 
Earth. The greaceft Difficulty lies in thefe Words , det 
us make us @ Name ; for it does not appear that they have 
any Coherence with the following Words, Jef we be {cat- 
tered abroad upon the face of the whole Earth. Some fay , 
the Inhabirants of the Land of Shinar grew fo impious, 
as to rife up againft God, and undertook to build a Tow- 
er of a prodigious height to attack bim in Heaven. O- 
thers will have it, that Pride and Vanity moved them to 
raife that Tower, that they might perpetuate their Me- 
mory for ever. The fewifh Paraphrafts have an odd Ima- 
gination about it : They pretend that the Hebrew word 
Sém fignifies here an Idol, and not # Name, and paraphrafe 
the whole Paffage thus : “‘ Let us build a Tower, and fet 
** an Idol onthe Top of it, with a Sword in its Hand, 
“« and let it appear, as it were, fighting forus”. M. Pe- 
rizonius rejects all thofe Explications , and feveral others, 
and then propofes hisown, He believes that Tower was 
built for a prefent Ufe , and chat therefore the Hebrew 
word Sém ought not to be rendred Nomen, a Name, but 
Signum, Monumentum, Indicium, a Sign, a Monument, a Mark, 
to be feen ata great Diftance, that Men wandring up and 
down with their Flocks fhould net lofe themfelves, but 
return to their Habitations. "Tis true the word Sém is 
never to be found in that Senfe ; but the Author makes 
feveral Grammatical Obfervations to thew that it had like- 
wife that Signification , and confequently may be fo un- 
derftood in che Paflage abovemention’d. Thofe Obfer- 
vations are worth Reading: I fhall only take notice of 
one. M. Perizonius derives the Greek word Shue, which 
fignifies a Sign, from the Hebrew Sém; from whence he 
infers that the latter had alfo the fame Signification. He 
obferves thac Tofarus explains the whole Paffage in the 
fame Manner, I thall fc down the Words of that excel- 
ent Commentator in the Margin %, being perfuaded that 
the Readers will not be difpleafed to find them here. 

Our Author, in order to confirm his Explication,makes 
feveral Obfervations upon the Country of Babylon, the 
Time when Men pitch’d upon it to-be the Place of their 
Abode, and their Way of Living. The Land of Shinar 
was a flat Country , of a large Extent: Men, in thofe 
ancient Times, were only taken up with the Care of 
their Flocks, and afraid of Wild Beafts : And therefore

M. Perizonius fays upon the laft Words of that Spanifh 
Bifbop, Hoc verd quid eit aliud quam Facere Signum undi- 
que & ubique contpicuum 4 
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they wanted a Tower, a Sign, or a Monument, to keep 
together, and avoid a Difperfion. Ifit be objeSted, that 
according to this Explication, the Building of the Tower 
of Babel was an innocent thing; the Author owns it:, 
and fhews what has given Occafion to believe that it was 
a great Crime. However, thofe Men were not altogether 
innocent : Their Sin confifted in refolving co live toge« 
ther againft the Will of God, and to prevent being di- 
f{perfed over the Face of the Bareh. "M. Perixontus adds, 
That the Confufion of their Language was not a Punifh- 
ment, but a Means which God made ufé of to force them 
to divide themfélves into feveral Bodies, and to inhabit 
feveral Parts of the Earth. That Confufion was only for 
atime, and not perpetual. Men continued to {peak the 
fame Language after their Difperfion ; but in Procefs of 
Time cheic Language was very much corrupted, and at 
la& divided into many orhtrs.

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guexe Writer (Gafpar Varrerins & ) is very diverting up- 
on the fame Subje&. That Author dedicated a Book to 


Cardinal Marc Antony Amulins. He appears very angry 
with the Italians in his Epiftle Dedicatory , becaufe they 
took care to cultivate their own Language , which 
is only a Corruption of the Latin, and were not afham’d to 
{pend a great deal of Time in Polifhing and Perfecting 
che italian Tongue, inftead of ufing their urmoft Endea- 
vours to reftore among them the Elegance of the Latin. 
He wonders the Italians fhould be fo fond of theiz Lan- 
guage , as to tranflate Greek and Latin Authors ; Idque 
(fayshe) contentione tanta atque diligentia, ut nullus jam 
feré fit vel Grecus vel Latinus Author, qui in hanc Lingue 
Latina 9 conver{us non reperiatur. He adds, That one 
might bear with it, if the Jsalians had any Poets, Ora- 
tors and Hiftorians, that could be compared with the An. 
cients. But tis far otherwife. What are the Works, fays 
he, of Petrarch and Boccaccio, who are look’d upon as the 
Reftorers of the Italian Tongue? The former, a Preeft 
of Jefus Chrift , has lefe us a vaft Number of Amorous 


Verfes in the Praife of an Obfcure Woman, who was 
neither Semiramis, nor Artemifia, nor Zenobia. That's his 


Iliad, or his Eneid. The latter, in his Divine Decame- 
rome, as it iscall'd, entertains the Reader with mere Tri- 
fles and Old Women’sTales, deftitute of all Learning, and 
rather calculated for the ignorant Vulgar, and lewd Wo- 
men , than for Learned and Virtuous Perfons. Laftly, 
the Author is afraid chis ill Tafte will bring again into 
Italy the Ignoranee that prevailed in the time of the Goths. 
He adds, That if other Nations, in Imitation of the Jta- 
hans, Should negle& the Latin Tongue, and make it their 
chief Bufinefs to polith their own Language, Greek and 
Latin would quickly be loft with the Arts and Sciences. 
Thofe Authors were apprehenfive’, that too great an 
Application to the modern Languages would be prejudi- 
cial to Learning : And indeed it may be faid, that ever 
fince the French made it their Bufinefs to cultivate and im- 
rove their Language, France has not been fo Learned as 
at was before. iam far from blaming thofe, who endea- 
vour to write and {peak politely ; but I chink, Learning 
is much more advantageous to a Nation, than the Purity 
and Elegance of the Style. Learning is an Excellent Ap- 
tidote againft Superftition , Bigotry, and Perfecution. 
The Politenefs of the French increafed with that of their 
Language ; and yet, ( who would believe it ?) France 
never. was more Barbarous than when it was moft Polite, 
as it appear'd from: the Perfecution of the French Prote- 
ftants. In point of Religion, no Mercy can be expe&ted 
from a powerful and bigotted Clergy, tho’ never fo polite. 
To return to the Book, which makes the Subjeét of this 
Article: The Letters % 4% of Bifhop Flechier are a per- 
fe& Model of Politenefs. His Speech to the Duke of 
Burgundy and the Duke of Berry, when thofe Two Prin- 
‘ces came to Nifmes, is an Excellent Piece of Oratory : 
It has been inferted among the Bifhop’s Letters. Here 
follow fome Paflages out of cthofe Letters.
